Last Tuesday night saw City Council finish the last part of 
a 27-item agenda, with most of the evening’s discussion concern- 


ing insurance. 


Council agreed to cover the city manager and city 


treasurer each by a $10,000 bond, with a $1,000 blanket policy on 


the other city employees. 


Company was the low bidder. 


(Insurance coverage of the treasurer 
and manager is required by the Charter.) 


General Insurance 


Fireman’s Fund Group Insurance 


was the low bidder for burglary insurance. 


A request from the recreation 
director, James Wooldridge for a 
part-time cashier for paid  pro- 
grams was considered by council 
The request stated that it was 
not possible for the Youth Cen- 
ter personnel to act as cashiers, 
and at the same _ time properly 
supervise the program. Some 
councilmen questioned the neces- 
sity for a cashier, pointing out 
that there are two recreation direc- 
tors, as.well as a paid worker 
provided by the County two nights 
a week. Council decided to hold 
the request and place it on the 
agenda for the next meeting. In 
the interim, Mayor Francis White 
asked for a schedule of Youth 
Center activities, showing which 
personnel were on duty during 
particular programs. Councilman 
Dave Champion suggested that 
Wooldridge be invited to discuss the 
matter at the next meeting 

Land Fill 

Fritz Schrom, who is clearing 
the land for the Bresler develop- 
ments, appeared at the meeting to 


___..discuss. the use of fill dirt made 


available from the land grading. 
The plan is to place the surplus 
material below the dam at the 
lake to enlarge the recreation area. 
Schrom also suggested methods of 
improving the condition of the lake 
when the State Fish and Game 
Commission drains it. This is 
scheduled for November. 

Appointment of an auditing 
firm to conduct the yearly audit 
of the city books was considered. 
A motion was passed to have the 
city manager contact some firms 
and report back to council. 

Harry Zubkoff appeared to re- 
port on the latest developments in 
the Twenty-fifth Anniversary Cele- 
bration.

Plan Express Bus 


Martin Holly, 45-S Ridge, pre- 
sented a citizens’ petition request- 
ing express transit service to 
Greenbelt and Goddard Space Flight 
Center at a meeting September 6. 
Holly, Chairman of Prince Georges 
County Citizens Public Transit 
Committee; Greenbelt Mayor Fran- 
cis White; and C. E. Pickett, rep- 
resenting Goddard, met to discuss 
the transit petition with metropol- 
itan and D. C. Transit officials. 

Mayor White presented a detail- 


,ed picture of the building program 


presently in progress in the Green- 
belt area and the plans for the 
future which will bring in a large 
population increase into Greenbelt. 
He stressed the need for fast pub- 
lic transportation and urged that, 
for that reason, favorable consid- 
eration be given to the Transit 
Committee’s petition. 

Martin Holly, representing the 
Transit Committee, presented a pe- 
tition containing several hundred 
signatures requesting express bus 
service to Greenbelt and the God- 
dard Space Agency. He discussed 
the public transit need of Green- 
belt as reflected by the petition 
recuest stipulations. He stated that 
since the Transit Company would 
have full bus rides both ways, to 
and from Greenbelt, because of the 
Space Center, a $5.00 commuter 
ticket fare, for 10 rides was realis- 
tic to insure a profitable operation. 
Holly pointed out that the present 
fare to Hollywood, Maryland, was 
55c per ride and involved a greater 
distance with many local stops. 

Pickett stated that a serious need 
for such public transportation ex- 
isted in the Space Agency. “We plan 
to add 1600 employees to our Staff 
within the next vear and bring 
our total figure up to 5000 employ- 
ees within two years”, he said. 
“Our Recruitment Program is ser- 
iously affected by our isolation. 
People without private transporta- 
tion. means cannot reach our Cen- 
ter.” ‘ 

Bell, speaking for the Transpor- 
tation Company, noted however 
“that a 44 seat bus to Greenbelt 
would basically cost $1.00 per mile 
to operate”. He further stated “that 
a bus crossing the state line would 
be subject to a “added seat tax, 
insurance and license cost and for 
that reason, the Committee’s $5.00 
per 10 ride figure was not realis- 
tic.”

Maintenance of Additions to GHI 
Homes is Member Responsiblity

The board of directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., has reaffirm- 
ed its policy of not accepting responsibility for structural defects 


in additions. 


Certified letters to this affect will be mailed to all 


members who have purchased GHI units with additions. 


The occasion for this action was 
an appeal at the Thursday, Sep- 
tember 13, meeting by John F. 
Downs, 4-D Crescent, for GHI 


‘maintenance assistance to correct 


structural defects in his addition. 
He had bought the house in June 
1961 from the previous owner, who 
had built the addition. Shortly 
thereafter the walls began to crack 
and settle, the window frames 
bowed, and gaps appeared where 
the addition and original unit were 
joined. 

GHI has had a policy’ since 
August 1954 of not accepting res- 
ponsibility for structural defects 
in additions, although responsible 
for structural defects in the ori- 
ginal units. Consequently, no ex- 
tra maintenance charges are levied 
for persons with additions. Extra 
charges, however, are levied for 
heating maintenance and repairs 
which the corporation is res- 
ponsible for in both original units 
and additions. 

(The 1954 board policy resolu- 
tion read as follows: “That struc- 
tural changes be maintained by 
the owner, with the exception of 
exterior painting which, if done 
by GVHHC, will also include the 
additions”.) 

Downs stated that his contract 
does not contain any distinction 
in treatment between the original 
unit and the addition. Therefore, 
his addition should be entitled to 
the same services as his original 
unit. 

Director Bill Helm agreed with 
Downs that a purchaser of a unit 


with an addition has nothing in 


the contract to inform him of the 
fact that he cannot look to the 
corporation for structural mainten- 
ance of; his addition. He there- 
fore voted against the otherwise 
unanimous board decision not tod 
make an exception ‘in this case. 
Notification 

General manager Roy Breashears 
pointed out that as a matter of 
routine procedure all new pur- 
chasers of units with additions are 
informed of board policy denying 
responsibility for maintenance of 
the additions. Helm did not dis- 
agree with the policy but stated 
that unless the purchaser re- 
ceives something in writing to 
this effect, the policy should only 
apply to the builder of the addi- 
tion.

Capital Beltway Progress 


The State Roads Commission of 
Maryland has announced award of 
a contract on the Capital Beltway. 

The project calls for grading, 
drainage and surfacing of the In- 
terstate loop from the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway (U.S. Route 
59). 

The award was made to the 
Williams Construction Company 
of Baltimore, at an amount of 
$3,911,263. 

It includes 3.7 miles of main line 
roadway, five miles of interchange 
ramps and dual bridges over the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Progress reports on the Capital 
Beltway now indicate that the 
Expressway will be open to traffic 
in its entirety in 1964 and high- 
way officials will press to establish 
an early completion date that year. 
In order to expedite construction 
Maryland road builders are hold- 
ing conferences with contractors 
and others involved in the project. 

As an Interstate highway the 
Capital Beltway is financed out of 
90 per cent Federal funds admin- 
istered by the.Bureau of Public 
Roads and 10 per cent State funds. 








that this would not be fair to 
other members of the corporation, 
since owners of additions are not 
paying any extra charges to cover 
maintenance contingencies. It 
was also pointed out that the new 
GHI Handbook (page 25) states 
that “Maintenance and repairs of 
additions are the member-owners’ 
responsibility, since the mutual 
contract agreements with all mem- 
bers provide for maintenance and 
repair of the basic dwelling lv.” 

Helm took issue with this inter- 
pretation of the contract, but 
Breashears produced a legal opin- 
ion from GHI counsel, Krooth 
and, Altman, substantiating the 
view that GHI has no legal _res- 
ponsibility for providing repairs 
and maintenance to additions. 

The board asked management to 
develop a rider or attachment to 
the contract which would clearly 
outline the areas of responsibility 
of the corporation with respect to 
additions. The board also’ ex- 
pressed sympathy for Downs’ 
plight and suggested that the 
maintenance department offer 
whatever assistance it can within 
the limits of board policy. 

Proposed Changes 

The board heard proposals to 
change both its auditing and at- 
torney services. Audit Committee 
Chairman Bernard Bordenet argued 
that as a matter of general prin- 
ciple the corporation should change 


auditors every five years, at the 
least. In this way, he said, the 
corporation would have the ad- 
vantage of receiving: advice from 


several sources. He also asked 
that the scope of the audit be 
changed to include a management 
audit as well as a fiscal audit. 
Helm proposed that the corpora- 
tion consiaer engaging on a 
tainer basis Maryland attorneys 
rather than District of Columbia 
attorneys, Krooth and Altman, 
who do not have a license to prac- 
tice in Maryland. GHI at pre- 
sent employs local Maryland  at- 
torneys to handle its affairs be- 
fore Maryland courts. Krooth and 
Altman are used to handle ad- 
ministrative and governmental 
matters of a co-op legal nature. 
Director Ed Burgoon did not see 
the purpose of making changes 
when satisfactory services are 
being obtained. Helm argued, how- 
ever, that GHI attorneys should be 
close to the Greenbelt scene. The 
matter was placed on next meet- 
ing’s agenda, as were also the 
recommendations of Bordenet.

GHI has received word from its 
insurers that use of the boiler 
rooms as storage areas would not 
increase premiums of its fire in- 
surance. The Firemen’s Mutual 
representative, however, recom- 
mended that a water sprinkler sys- 
tem be installed. The board is 
continuing to study means of per- 
mitting limited use of basement 
areas for storage, and management 
is preparing, as a first step, a list 
of non-combustible items that could 
be approved for basement storage.

CHOCOLATE CAKE 
(First prize winner, Greenbelt 
Festival Contest, by Miss Jeanette 

Louk) 


Bake at 350 deg. for 50 minutes. 
Makes 2 9-1% inch round layers. 
Sift together into mixing bowl: 
3 cups sifted Pillsbury flour, 2 cups 
sugar, 1% teaspoons soda and 1 
teaspoon salt. 


Add % cup margarine and 1% 
cups milk. Beat for 2 minutes. 
(With electric mixer blend at low- 
est speed, then beat at a low 
speed. By hand, beat 300 strokes 
with a spoon). 


Add 3 unbeaten eggs, % cup 
maraschino cherry juice, 3 squares 
(3 oz.) melted unsweetened choco- 
late, 12 maraschino cherries, finely 
chopped and %4 cup milk. 

Beat for 2 minutes. Turn into 
two 9-145” round layer pans, well 
greased and lightly floured on the 
bottoms only. Bake at 350 deg. 
for about 50 minutes. Cool and 
frost.
